GONE 

• Dementia takes two popular 
parliamentarians just days apart 


TWO MPs who repre¬ 
sented neighbouring 
eonstitueneies at the 
same time have both 
died within days of one 
another after battles 
with dementia. 

Tory legend Sir 
Teddy Taylor repre¬ 
sented Roehford and 
Southend East. Chris¬ 
tine Butler represented 
Castle Point for 
Labour. 

Mrs Butler died at 
4am on Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 19, at her home 
in Suffolk, said Castle 
Point Labour group 
press offiee Joe Cooke. 


She was 73. 

Sir Teddy died the 
following day. 

Sir Teddy represented 
the Southend and 
Roehford eonstitueney 
from 1980 to 2005, 
having previously been 
an MP in Seotland. 

Mrs Butler was eleet- 
ed for Labour in 1997, 
winning a shoek vieto- 
ry over Tory MP Bob 
Spink after signing up 
as a ‘paper eandidate’. 

She remains the only 
Labour MP to have 
ever represented the 
eonstitueney for a sin¬ 
gle term - until 2001. 


She was preeeded 
and sueeeeded as Cas¬ 
tle Point MP by Bob 
Spink, who paid tribute 
to both her and Sir 
Teddy. 

He said: “Essex has 
been robbed of two of 
its most able and popu¬ 
lar politieians. Chris¬ 
tine was a worthy rep¬ 
resentative of the peo¬ 
ple of Castle Point. 

“She always fought 
for what was right. She 
will be sadly missed 
and I am deeply 
shoeked. I didn’t 
realise that she was so 
poorly.”

Trickster jailed for ‘carer’ scam 


A WOMAN has been 
jailed after she conned 
her way into the homes 
of elderly people in 
Southend by posing as a 
carer before taking their 
prized possessions. 

Maria Kwiatkowska, 
pictured, 21, of no fixed 
address, was sentenced 
at Basildon Crown 
Court on Thursday, 
September 21 after 
admitting three counts 


of burglary. 

Kwiatkowska was sen¬ 
tenced to three years 
and three months for 
each count, to run con¬ 
currently. 

In an 11-day period 
from April 14, 
Kwiatkowska entered 
homes in Southend while 
pretending to be a carer. 

She then stole posses¬ 
sions from the victims, 
all aged in their 80s, 


including jewellery, 
watches and cash. 

Kwiatkowska wore a 
distinctive floral shirt 
with large and bright 
flower images on it and 
was later identified by 
police and charged. 

Investigating officer 
DC Stephen Cross said 
“Kwiatkowska is a pro¬ 
lific offender who target¬ 
ed our community’s 
elderly and vulnerable 


people for her own 
financial gain. 

“Her crimes were pre¬ 
planned and involved 
gaining entry into her 
victims’ homes by pre¬ 
tending to be a carer. 

“In one case, she tar¬ 
geted the home of a per¬ 
son suffering from 
dementia. 

“I hope this outcome 
offers some justice to her 
victims.”

FORMER Castle Point MP 
Christine Butler has died fol¬ 
lowing a battle with dementia, 
the local Labour group has 
announced. 

Former Labour colleague Joe 
Cooke hailed her as a pioneer¬ 
ing environmental campaigner. 

He said; “Her parliamentary 
work on reduction of air pollu¬ 
tion through vehicle particu¬ 
lates was ahead of its time.” 

Mrs Butler became known as 
one of Blair’s Babes after being 


elected in a shock victory in 
1997, having stood as a paper 
candidate. 

She was a county councillor, 
representing Great Tarpots 
from 1993 to 1997, but moved 
to Canvey after her shock win. 

Her election followed a 
“spectacular success” for 
Labour in the borough in 1995, 
when Labour won 34 of the 29 
seats on Castle Point Council. 

Mrs Butler is the only Labour 
MP to have ever represented 


the constituency, serving one 
term until 2001. 

Mr Cooke, who was a bor¬ 
ough councillor throughout 
Mrs Butler's time in 
Westminster, paid tribute. 

He said: “I had personal 
experience of Christine’s 
efforts on behalf of con¬ 
stituents, working with me at 
weekends after busy weeks in 
Parliament. 

“Christine was a strong cam¬ 
paigner for safe development. 


particularly on Canvey Island.” 

Ray Howard, long-serving 
Tory county councillor for 
Canvey, added; “I served on 
many committees with her at 
County Hall and when she won 
the Parliamentary seat we 
worked together very well. 

“She came to my house often 
and I helped her, because I 
knew the area very well. 
Although we were from differ¬ 
ent parties, we worked together 
for the good of the borough.”

Yellow Advertiser deputy editor Steve Neale pays tribute to 
the formidable Eurosceptic Tory stalwart Teddy Taylor - 
former MP for Southend and Rochford East 


SIR Teddy Taylor has died 
aged 80. 

The former Southend 
and Rochford East MP 
was knighted in 1991 for 
his constituency work. 

Political opponents, 
friends and colleagues 
described him as one of 
the most respected politi¬ 
cians of his era. 

Even so, his insistence 
on putting local con¬ 
stituents before party poli¬ 
tics meant he spent most 
of his career on the back 
benches. 

Baroness Angela Smith, 
who worked with Sir 
Teddy while she was 
Basildon MP in the 1990s, 
said: “Teddy and I had 
very different views, but 
we worked together on try¬ 
ing to stop hunting with 
hounds. 


“He was one of the few 
Tory MPs who was pre¬ 
pared to stand up to be 
counted when calling for 
the ban. 

“Our economics were 
very different. But he 
could put party politics 
aside, and I had a great 
deal of respect for him for 
that.” 

Sir Teddy was first elect¬ 
ed to the House of Com¬ 
mons in 1964, and served 
as a junior minister in 
Edward Heath’s govern¬ 
ment. 

But he resigned his min¬ 
isterial post when the PM 
applied for entry to the 
European Economic Com¬ 
munity. 

Sir Teddy’s anti-EU 
views continued through¬ 
out his career. He was one 
of the eight Tory MPs who 


had the whip withdrawn 
when they refused to sup¬ 
port Prime Minister John 
Major’s government on a 
vote of confidence in 
1994. He then voted for 
John Redwood when the 
arch Euro-sceptic chal¬ 
lenged Major in a leader¬ 
ship contest in 1995. 

Sir Teddy was bom in 
Glasgow, and studied poli¬ 
tics and economics at 
Glasgow University, where 
he became involved with 
the Conservative party. 

He then worked as a 
journalist on the Glasgow 
Herald, before winning the 
Cathcart parliamentary 
seat in the 1964 general 
election. At 27, he was the 
youngest MP in Parlia¬ 
ment at the time. 

He became a member of 
right-wing groups such as 


the Monday Club, the 92 
Group and the John 
Buchan Society, and 
helped found the European 
Reform Group. 

Margaret Thatcher 
appointed him shadow 
Scottish secretary, but he 
lost his Cathcart seat when 
Thatcher won the 1979 
general election. 

He returned to the Com¬ 
mons in 1980 thanks to a 
by-election at Southend 
East. 

There was much scepti¬ 
cism when he arrived from 
Glasgow, with many 
claiming he had been 
‘parachuted in’ with no 
knowledge of the area. 

Yet he took Southend to 
his heart and remained in 
the town after his retire¬ 
ment in 2005, until he 
died.

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One of the thousands of 
constituents he helped was 
Mike Penning, below, a fire¬ 
man based at Hadleigh fire 
station who had failed a 
medical. 

With a wife, baby and 
mortgage to support, he 
wrote to Sir Teddy asking 
for help. Penning explained 
that he had served his coun¬ 
try as a soldier, but that as a 
result of a long term injury 
his fire service career was 
over. 

In typical Taylor-style, Sir 
Teddy penned a hand writ¬ 
ten reply. 

“There was cigarette bum 
at the top of the paper,” said 
Penning. “He smoked 60 
Dunhills a day. The letter 
read; TVe no idea whether I 
can help. But let’s try’.” 

The intervention changed 
Penning’s life forever. 


Taylor introduced his 
friend Henry McCory, the 
political editor on the Daily 
Express, to Penning, who 
was given shifts as a free¬ 
lance reporter.

He had time for every¬ 
body. Modern politicians 
can learn a lot from Teddy.

His mes¬ 
sage would be: Tf you’ve 
got the compassion, you 
have to use it’. He would 
never fake anything. I’ll 
miss the old boy terribly.” 

Sir Teddy is survived by 
his wife Sheila, and their 
two sons and one daughter.

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Blessing of the Catch 
tackles tasty tradition

MORE than 90 people 
attended the Essex 
Chambers of Com¬ 
merce Whitebait Festi¬ 
val at Sands Restaurant, 
Southend, last week. 

The Blessing of the 
Catch Service was con¬ 
ducted by Gavin Dixon, 
Leader of Kings 
Church in Southend, 
and the hymns were 
accompanied by the 
Wednesday Afternoon 
Orchestra. 

Attendees enjoyed a 
three course lunch 
with, of course, white- 
bait as one of the starter 
choices. Even the 
seagulls enjoyed a tasty 
treat when a large plate¬ 
ful of fresh whitebait 
was returned to the sea 
as part of the ceremony. 

Whitebait, the mixed 
fry fish of all species, 
has been continuously 
available from the 
Thames Estuary, and 
for centuries has been 
regarded as a delica¬ 
cy - eaten with brown 
bread and butter, gar¬ 
nished with lemon and 
cayenne pepper, and 
ideally washed down 


with iced punch. 

Its annual day of 
glory was the White- 
bait Festival, which 
marked the close of 
parliamentary sessions 
and was held on Whit 
Monday or the nearest 


convenient day. 

It originated in Essex 
as a private annual din¬ 
ner and was enjoyed by 
the gentry connected 
with the costly 
schemes to repair the 
ravages of the great 


Thameside flood of 
1707 - the Dagenham 
Breach. 

The host. Sir Robert 
Preston, MP of Dover, 
invited guests to the 
Beach House, or to his 
‘fishing cottage’. 


Prime Minister, 
William Pitt the 
Younger became a reg¬ 
ular visitor, but asked 
for a venue closer to 
London. Greenwich 
was chosen and white- 
bait was adopted as an 
important part of the 
menu. 

The feast was revived 
in 1934 by the 
Southend Chamber of 
Commerce, Trade and 
Industry as part of a 
Whitebait Festival. 
This opened with ‘the 
blessing of the catch’, 
held at the end of 
Southend Pier until it 
was damaged by fire in 
1976. 

After the Blessing a 
whitebait lunch was 
served, attended by the 
mayor, MPs and other 
local dignitaries, which 
was followed by an 
evening banquet. 

In 1974 it was recog¬ 
nised that two feasts in 
one day, even of white- 
bait, was taxing even 
the heartiest of 
appetites and the festi¬ 
val is now just celebrat¬ 
ed over lunch.

Call for cash 
to protect 
care leavers

for people suffering with men¬ 
tal health problems as a “burn¬ 
ing injustice”.

Care leavers are often expected 
to become independent adults 
abruptly at 18, but they aren’t 
always ready to cope on their 
own. Without the safety net of 
a family, they often struggle 
with the transition of moving 
into their own home, budget¬ 
ing and starting college cours¬ 
es or jobs. 

Many have mental or emo¬ 
tional issues, underpinned by 
their experience of difficult 
early years. Children’s mental 
health services stop working 
with young people when they 
reach 18, leaving some with no 
one to turn to. 

Bamardo’s is calling on the 
Government to ensure that 
some of the £1.4bn promised 
to improve children’s mental 


health is used to support vul¬ 
nerable care leavers.

S TORAGE Hunters, the reality US tele¬ 
vision series that has picked up a ded¬ 
icated UK cult following, is conning to 
Palace Theatre, Southend, next week as 
part of a nationwide autumn tour. 

The star of Storage Hunters, Sean Kelly, 
the ever-smiling, ever-shouting auctioneer, 
whose style has been likened to someone 
attaching electrodes to a woodpecker, will 
be joined by two co-stars, Tarrell “T-Money” 
Wright and Cameron “Green Mile” Rowe, 
larger-than-life comedians popular for their 
hijinks and hilarious bidding styles. 

While audiences may remember them 
from Storage Hunters, Sean, T-Money and 
Green Mile are all accomplished stand-up 
comedians, who will be treating their audi¬ 
ence to three, 30-minute stand-up sets on 
Thursday, October 5, followed by a special 
charity auction to raise money for Help for 
Heroes. 

So dust off any unwanted gifts or cheeky 
items from the home and auction it off on 
the night. 

Sean said: “It will be the first time I’ve 
been on tour with T-Money and Green Mile. 
It’s going to be fun. 

“I did some warm-up shows in June and 
July. We did 16 shows and we raised 
£5,400. I served in Iraq in Desert Storm and 
I am a disabled veteran. 

“I had some problems and challenges 
when I got home and I am now in a position 
to help.” 

Talking about the show, Sean added: 
“People know me for Storage Hunters, they 
just kind of think ‘what are they doing?’ 

“It has nothing to do with Storage 
Hunters. It’s a stand-up show with three, 
30-minute sets. The auction is at the end.” 

Storage Hunters started on Dave in 2011 
and its popularity took off in the UK. 

The anarchic show follows a group of 
eccentric bidders fighting over other peo¬ 
ple’s abandoned belongings in the hope of 
striking gold. It is a winning formula that has 
proved to be addictive and compelling 


viewing. Sean believes the show has 
become such a success in the UK for the 
same reason he came up with the idea. 

“During the evening I would do stand-up 
shows and during the day I would do auc¬ 


tions. One day at an auction there were 
these two guys who got into a fist fight. 

“There are all these characters. Crazy 
people arguing with each other.” 

Sean, has led a crazy life, so be prepared 


to learn a hell of a lot more about his unusu¬ 
al story in his raw and funny stand-up set 
including some hilarious tales. 

He has done everything from holding a 
top secret military clearance, serving a 
combat tour in Iraq, and catching 
shoplifters as an undercover store detective 
in Italy, to travelling to more than 80 coun¬ 
tries around the world and headlining the 
MGM Grand in Las Vegas. 

Telling me more about his life, while relax¬ 
ing in Crete before setting off on the tour, he 
said: “For the last 19 years I have always 
done stand-up comedy. I love comedy. I 
have also had some crazy jobs.” 

Sean, who speaks fluent German, added: 
“I moved to Germany when I was 11. Mum 
and dad got divorced when I was 13, and at 
16 I was living on my own. 

“I got a job in Germany driving forklifts at 
night and went to college during the day.” 

Having then moved to Italy he started sell¬ 
ing shoes and then caught shoplifters in a 
store, and joined the army later. 

With the success of Storage Hunters, 
Sean says it has “opened doors” for him 
and has also led to some unusual finds. 

“Gne time in California, somebody bought 
a storage unit that had belonged to a taxi¬ 
dermist and had stuffed animals including a 
bunch of cows,” he said. 

The most expensive find was a piece of 
art in a lock-up that he sold for $125. 

After taxes the buyer was left with 
$450,000 which paid for his first home in 
California. 

“Cne day an attorney called me in 
America saying his client had bought a stor¬ 
age unit from me and inside was 22 kilos of 
cocaine. If you discover something like this 
you pick up the phone and call the police. 

“He Googled how to sell cocaine and they 
busted him. His attorney tried to say he did 
not know what it was.”

GOODBYE CHRISTOPHER ROBIN 
(PG, 107 mins) 


T he dark age of celebrity parents mon¬ 
etising their cherubic children dawned 
many years before the scourge of self- 
ies, social media and smartphones. 

In the handsomely crafted drama 
Goodbye Christopher Robin, battle-scarred 
author A A Milne and his wife Daphne treat 
their young son as a sales tool in the mid- 
1920s to promote the literary adventures of 
a hunny-loving bear called Winnie-The- 
Pooh. 

A tender exchange by telephone between 
father and son is broadcast live on the radio 
without the boy’s consent or prior knowl¬ 
edge, a trip to the zoo turns into a calculat¬ 
ed photo opportunity with the resident 
brown bear, and playtime is curtailed to 
make way for a busy schedule of interviews 
and meet ‘n’ greets. 

The sacrifice of one little boy’s childhood 
innocence for the happiness and healing of 
a shell-shocked Britain, which has been 
devastated by the Great War, is at the 
wounded heart of Simon Curtis’ picture. 

The script, co-written by Frank Cottrell- 
Boyce and Simon Vaughan, gradually 
exposes the anguish and resentment that 
festered beneath the Hundred Acre Wood. 

Milne (Domhnall Gleeson) returns to 
London from the trenches, where he wit¬ 
nessed hundreds of countrymen cut down 
in their prime. 

“Find something to be happy about and 
stick to that,” glibly suggests his wife 
Daphne (Margot Robbie), who cannot 
understand her husband’s inner turmoil. 


Angered by the senseless loss of life, 
Milne abandons the capital for a quaint 
house in Ashdown Forest, East Sussex, 
transplanting Daphne, their young son 


Christopher Robin (Will Tilston) and the 
boy’s nanny Olive (Kelly Macdonald) to the 
verdant idyll. 

Milne hopes to pen a fierce rebuke against 


war, but is repeatedly distracted by his son. 

“I’d really like if you wrote a book for me,” 
says Christopher Robin sweetly. “I’d defi¬ 
nitely read it.” 

A walk with the boy through the sun-dap¬ 
pled landscape fertilises Milne’s imagina¬ 
tion and he contemplates a book that mag¬ 
ically brings to life his son’s menagerie of 
stuffed toys including a morose donkey 
named Eeyore and a porcine runt called 
Piglet. 

Good friend Ernest Shepard (Stephen 
Campbell Moore) illustrates these enchant¬ 
ing escapades, which take the Milne clan 
around the world including glamorous New 
York. 

“It’s just like London, but with more 
money!” chirrups wide-eyed Daphne. 

Goodbye Christopher Robin is a classy 
evocation of an era that tore countless fam¬ 
ilies apart. 

It’s an emotionally chilly picture, reflected 
in Gleeson’s restrained performance, which 
internalises Milne’s post-traumatic stress 
and shuts out his family as well as us. 

That facade fractures in a couple of 
scenes, including one mournful heart-to- 
heart with his teenage son (now played by 
Alex Lawther) overlooking the East Sussex 
countryside. 

Robbie relishes her flashier if underwritten 
character, while Macdonald provides 
warmth as the nanny, who recognises the 
damage being wrought on her dimple¬ 
cheeked young charge. 

Sadly, Milne and his wife don’t heed her 
sage counsel until it is too late

Ford slashes Mondeo prices

FORD is slashing prices of the 
Mondeo and is reducing the 
number of trim levels available 
from seven to five. 

As of November, the Mondeo 
will be available from £19,445 - 
a cut of £2,500. 

Range topping Vignale 
models are being reduced by 
£3,000 and now start from 
£27,545. 

Ford says that more than 85 
per cent of Mondeos are driven 
by professionals as a company 
or lease car, meaning that they 
pay a “benefit in kind” tax 
based on the vehicle’s on the 
road price. 

To minimise tax liability, the 
OTR prices of the Mondeo are 
being reduced by £3,000 on 
Vignale, £2,500 on Zetec and 
ST-Line Editions and £2,000 on 
Titanium Edition. 

The cuts translate into sav¬ 
ings of up to £720 over three 
years on a Mondeo ST-Line

Insurance costs. 

Lease monthly payments for 
the Titanium Edition 2.0 TDCi 
150ps five-door are maintained 
at £258 over three years.
